the Truth:of the Matter, by trivial Excuſes, various 
Reports, and dubious Storics, alledging ſometimes 
one thing, and by and by contradicting himſelf, ſay- 
ing he had it from this and the other Man, naming 
ſeveral, Perſons, and ſeyeral Places, thereby giving 
juſt occaſion of Suſpicion that he is a Thief: Gr elſe 
he is found out and diſcover'd by his own free Con- 
feſſion, and unforced, that he is really the Perſon 
which did ſteal the Thing for which he was appre-

- Thirdly, They are very prudent and merciful in 
their Manner of Proceeding, in not altogether follow- 
ing the ſtrict Rule of the Law, but put the Value of 
Thirteen Pence Half Penny, upon the thing ſtolen, 
and if, at the Judgement of the Jury, it be but at the 
utmoſt Value worth Thirteen Pence Half Penny, and 
no more, or of leſs Value, by this Cuſtom, they are 
to acquit the Felon, and he ſhall not Die for it. 
PETE. ; | 2 Pourthly,, 
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Fourthly, This their Cuſtomary Law, is only a- 
gainſt Theft, which declares it to be calculated on 
and on purpoſe for this Meridian, to ſecure all In- 
duſtrious Tradeſmen in the Woollen-Manufacure : 
And ſuch a manner of Theft it muſt be, which doth 
occaſion their Cuſtom to be grounded on the Law of 
Nations, called Furtum Manifeftum, or Manife/t Theft;

ALL which Prudent, Chriſtian, and Neighbourly - 


Proceedings, beſpeak very wiſe and deep Conſide- 
ration to have been exercis'd, in contriving and fra- 
ming this Cuſtomary Law, in regard that like all o- 
ther neceſſary and wholſome Laws, it doth command 
and require, that right be done to all the King's 
Liege People. 


II forbids, and corrects, that which is unlawful, 


and unjuſt, in order to the Preſervation and Security 
of every Man's Right and Property; . otherwiſe, if 
ſome Men were not kept in Awe, and under the O- 
bedience of ſuch Laws, they would ſoon become as 
Ungovernable as the wild Rangers of the Wilderneſs, 
Mercileſsly Devouring one another; Nor, on the 
other ſide, would ſome Men's Tempers ſuffer them 
to Condemn, and take away the Lives of their Fel- 
low Creatures, altho' juſtly deſerving Death by the 
Laws both of God and Man, if they were not com- 
manded and compelled thereunto, by the Power and 
Rules of the Law. On which Account was Care ta- 


ken, that this Cuſtomary Law of Halifax, ſhould ' 


carry in it the Power ef Compulſion, in reference 
| : TS both 
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both to the Proſecutors, the Felon, and the Jury, 
and doth ſtrongly imply it to be of Regal and Legi- 
ſlative Authority. 5 85 

Havins already given in an Abſtrat by what 
Power the Bailiff Summons the Jury, and after what 
Manner they proceed againſt the Felon ; together 
with the Iſſue, that befalls both the Innocent and 
Guilty Felons. Nothing is further remaining to be 
ſpoken to, on that Occaſion, but to give a ſhort Nar- 
rative how far this Law is compulſory to the Proſe- 
cutors. And thus it 1s. | 

Tais Cuſtom doth require that every Man who 
hath any Goods Stolen within this Liberty, and ſhall 
ſecretly, without making any public Report thereof, 
by his own Induſtry, or the additional help of ſome 
private Friend, and Neighbours, hath not only diſ- 
covered the Felon, but ſecured the Goods, he muſt 
not, by any underhand, or private Contract, receive 
his Goods again, without Proſecuting the Felon ;-but 
he is, by this Cuſtomary Law, bound and obliged to 
bring the Felon, together with what Goods he hath 
Stolen, to ſome of the Lord's Bailiffs, within the 
Manor of Valefeld, who preſently ſends away the 
Felon, and the things Stolen to the chief Bailiff in 
Halifax ; and there, before the Proſecutor can get his 
Goods again, he muſt Proſecute the Felon according 
to Ancient Cuſtom ; otherwiſe if he refuſe to Proſe- 
cute, he will not only forfeit his Goods to the Lord, 
but run the danger of being accuſed of Theft-boot, 
for his private Conniyance and Agreement, with the 
Felon. Thus, and according to this Manner, is the 
Proſecutor compel d. by this Law to purſue the Felon, 
and this Way of preventing underhand Practices and 
Colluſions, gives great Encouragement as well as Se- 
curity to all Tradeſmen againit all manner of Felo- 
nious Practices. „„ 1 

FRO M all which, it may rightly and truly be 
concluded, that this Cuſtom really conſiſts more of 
Terror than Tyranny, of a National Profit, than 
any Private Intereſt, and all along, like all other 

| 85 ancient 
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ancient and good Cuſtoms, hath appeared to carry 
along.with it, the univerſal Conſent and Compliance 
of the whole Land; in fta2at there never was yet 
known any Legal Complaints exhibited againſt it in 
any Public or Private Seſſions, nor before any Judges 


of Aſſizes, held at York for the ſame County; nor 


never any Complaints exhibited againſt it unto the 
High Court of Parliament in any King's Reign. 

Bur on the contrary, there hath been given to 
it great Aſſurance and Manifeſtation of the extraor- 
dinary Regard which the Kings of England, and their 
Legal Courts, and, Great Officers therein, have al- 
ways had to this good and neceſſary Cuftom, doth 
particularly appear, in that the Coroners have it 
given in Charge, as part of their Office and Duty, 
that after any Felon hath been condemn'd, and Ex- 


ecuted, they do forthwith repair to the Town of Ha- 
lifax, and there Summon a Jury of Twelve Men be- 


fore them, and ſometimes the ſame Jury that Con- 
demn'd the Felon, unto whom he adminiſters an 
Om, Obliging them to give in a true and perfect 
Verdict, relating the Matter of Fact, for which 
the ſaid Felon, was Executed, to the intent that a Re- 
cord may be made thereof in the Croaun- Office, to 
teſtify the King's Allowance and Corroboration of 
their Cuſtomary Law. And that the ſame may be 


continued for the good Security and Benefit of his 


Subjects, and their Succeſſors, who in theſe Parts do 
Practice the Art and Myſtery of Clothing; which 
Gracious and Sage Proceedings of the Coroner in 
this matter ought, one would think, to abate in all 


conſidering Mens Minds, that Edge of Acrimony, 


which hath provoked Malicious and Prejudiced Per- 
ſons to whet and let looſe their Tongues to Revile and 
Debaſe this Laudable and Neceſſary Cuſtom. 


Bur Reaſon, and more prudent Thoughts hav- 


ing, ſome time ſince, driven its furious Adverſaries 
from the Railing Poſt, they have invented and ſtarted 
two Objections, by which they doubt not but utterly 


to over-throw its Uſage. 
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F irſt, They urge, T, hat the Thing lfu is now wholy 
fe pended, and its Power ! , in fo long a Trad of Time, 
in oxy it hath not been uſed, Time . eaten out its

Second! They alled ge, The Manner of i its Proceeds

Tus are the two Pillars on which they build 
their Objections, but do not doubt but that the Rea- 
der will find them Sandy and Weak ; Things of no 


Moment in this Caſe, when he hath peruſed the

As to the Firſt, That Trac of Time hath ſuſpended 


it Power for want of Uſage : It is anſwered the Weak-

really-the Error of thoſe 'Times, as well as their not 
underſtanding the Merit of the Cauſe, that gives ſtill 
Life and Being to this Dutchy Cuſtom, which can- 
not be deſtroyed without an Act of Parliament: For 
if our Civil Privileges and Liberties, allow'd unto us 
by the Conſent 9 King and People, were not to 


ſtand firm and untouched, until ſuſpended by the 


Public Acts of King and Parliament, the Nation 
would be in a very precarious Condition, as to all 
its Laws, Privileges, and Liberties. 

An vp now, after all that hath been ſaid in An- 


ſwer to this firſt Objection, if ſome Mens inns

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do ſtill incline them to follow the Bias of their own 
Wills, all I have, or indeed is neceſſary to be ſaid 
as to their Conviction, is only to put them in mind 
that the Foundation of this Cuſtom is Regal, and

Non would it appear leſs Ridiculous, when a 


Man hath a Bullock, or a Horſe placed before him,

ſtred to ſuch a concerned Jury, in regard the Awe of - 


Human Laws, and the Loſs of their Reputation in 
the World, may have a greater Influence upon ſome 
Mens Conſciences than the Fear of God and a future
